He had her brought before the Lunacy 
Commissioners of Alameda county 
with the hope of having the 
unhappy 
woman locked up in a uiad-honse. He 


was 
checkmated, 
however, 
by the 
Judge and the doctors, who soon saw 
through his play to get rid of his wife. 


The matter came up before Judge 
Ogden at the Courthouse in Oakland 
and attracted much attention. 
The 
boldness of the young husband in his 
efforts to get his young wife out of the 


way was commented vpm 
by every­ 
body, and the doctors even went so 
far as to give the medical student a 
severe scoring 
Carpmael is a young 
Englishman, 
24 years old, and his 
wife is about the same age. 
The 
couple have two children. 
The family 
reside in a cottage on the corner of 
Rose and Spruce streets, Berkeley. A 
very pretty young girl named 
Dora 
Fleck, whose parents reside at 2316 
Grove street, Oakland, was induced to 
remain with the family a few days to 
act as a companion for Mrs. Carpmael. 
Dora is just 16, with rosy cheeks and 
golden hair. 
She had gone to the 
home at the solicitation of the young 
husband. 
In a few days Carpmael be 
came 
infatuated 
with the girl and' 


u x d to induce her 
to go out for 
moonlight strolls 
The attentions of 
the husband to the rosy-cheeked girl 
played havoc with the good temper of 


Mrs. Carpmael. She tore up a bouquet 


of flowers that the husband 
had pre­ 
sented to Miss Dora, and then drove 
the young lady from the house. 
The 
latter went to her old hor.ve and was 
glad to get out of all the trouble at 
the Berkeley cottage on the hills. 


Carpmael concluded that his wife 
must be insane on account of her ac­ 
tions and so he had her arrested. The 
only witness he had 
in court 
to try 
and help him prove his case was Miss 
Dora 
Fleck. 
Mrs. 
Carpmael 
and 
some of the officers thought that the 
medical student 
had made 
arrange­ 
ments for another wile just as soon as 
he could get rid of the one on hand. 


The husband had failed to get rid of 
his wife in the divorce court, and al 
though he was infatuated 
with 
the 
pretty sixteen year old companion, he 
could not marry her unless luck were 
with him, and he could land his wife 
in the insane asylum. 
Carpmael was 
firmly of 
the opinion that he would 
have no difficulty in securing a di­ 
vorce provided he could one? land his 
wife in the asylum. 
The commission­ 
ers thought that the plans were well 
laid, and they only lacked one thing 
and that was that the subject was not 
Lisahe. 


Carpmael and Miss Fleck gave tes­ 
timony in the case. The husband said 
that his wife was surely insane and 
Miss Dora said she acted m a queer 
manner. 
Then 
Mrs. Carpmael was 
given a chance to tell her story and 
she explained the whole matter to the 
commissioners. 
On her showing the 
case was dismissed 
and 
the 
student 


was told in open court to keep away 
from Miss Fleck. 


Mrs. Carpmael, who is a decidedly 
comely little woman, upon being in­ 
terviewed stated that it was a bold 
piece of work on the part of her hus­ 
band to get her out of the way in order 
that he might get another woman. Miss 
Fleck was brought to .the house by Mr. 
Carpmael, and the wife was ignored 
entirely by both the girl and the hus­ 
band. 
While Mrs. Carpmeal was do­ 


ing the housework and taking care of 
the two children, the husband was buy­ 


ing bouque s for his companion 
and 
taking moonlight walks with her, and 
the wife was left alone with her thoughts 
and her children. 
"Of course I got 
jealous and tore up the flower" said 
the wife, "and for that he wanted to 
put me in a mad house. 
He cannot 
do it and he has no grounds for a di­ 
vorce, so he cannot marry that pretty- 
faced little girl even if wants too."

European royalty is cursed with exe- 
irablo teeth, the result of consanguineous 
marriages throughout countless genera- 
lions, and even the princes of the reign­ 
ing house of Sweden, who are of pleViau 
origin, the grandfather of the present 
king having been born as a peasant at 
Pan, on the French slope of the Pyrenees, 
suffer from barred teeth, necessitating 
much science and skill in treatment It 
is on ly natural therefore that they should 
have frequent recourse to dentists, and 
inasmuch as dental surgery has attained 
a greater degree of science and pro- 
floiency in the United States than in Eu­ 
rope, it is American doctors, as a rule, 
who have been intrusted with the wel­ 
fare of royalty's jaws. 


Perhaps the best known and most fa­ 
mous of all these American court den­ 
tists in Europe has been Dr. Thomas 
Evans in Paris, who has had the honor 
of introducing his forceps into almost 
every royal mouth in Ohristendom. 


But perhaps the crowned heads with 
whom he was most intimate during his 
professional career were Napoleon m 
and Empress Eugenie. 
Many a time he 
was consulted by both on matters of im­ 
portance whiob certainly had nothing to 
do with teeth, while the emperor would 
frequently avail himself of the doctor's 
professional trips to foreign courts to in­ 
trust him with some 
communication 
which 
could not woll bo oonveyed 
through diplomatic channels. 
And, as 
everybody knows, when the empire was 
overthrown, after the battle of Sedan, it 
was Dr. Thomas Evans, who, first of 
all, concealed the fugitive empress in his 
Parisian mansion, and afterward con­ 
veyed her at personal risk from the me­ 
tropolis to the seaside, whonce she es­ 
caped to England on the yacht of Sir 
John Bnrgoyne. 


There was an American dentist who 
was implicated in the somewhat sensa­ 
tional incidents that led to the sudden 
removal of the semidemented queen of 
Roumania from Venico a few years ago. 
After the Roumanian government had 
exacted from the king, under threat of 
depriving him of his throne, a promise to 
put an end to the engagement which 
the queen had arranged between her 
nephew. Crown Prince Ferdinand, and 
her ambitious favorite and maid of hon­ 
or, Helen Vacarescu, her majesty had 
withdrawn, a prey to the most violent 
excitement, to Venice, where h»r con­ 
duct became so extravagant as to attract 
much attention and to necessitate the 
journey post haste of King Charles all 
the way from Bucharest to the city of 
the lagoon. 


His first step on arriving was to dis­ 
miss her entire entourage, the two most 
prominent members of which, next to 
the maid of honor, were her Alsatian 
secretary, M, Schoffer, and her Ameri­ 
can dentist, both of whom were credit­ 
ed with exercising influence of a hyp­ 
notic nature upon the half crazy queen. 
She was subsequently removed to Ger­ 
many and kept for. three years under 
close restraint in one of the Rhine cas­ 
tles of her brother, the Prince of Wied. 


It was another American dentist, too, 
who almost led to the deposition of the 
late king of Wurttemberg, over whom he" 
had acquired so great a power of persua­ 
sion that the king cut himself 
adrift 
from almost all the associations of his 
younger days, holding aloof from rela­ 
tives and nobles. The king was finally 
compelled to choose between dismissing 
his American 
favorite or abdicating. 
Naturally he accepted the former, but 
he gilded up the pill for his friend by 
overwhelming him with 
honors and 
gifts. 


Finally there was the American den­ 
tist of the late Khedive Tewfik at Cairo, 
who, perhaps inadvertently, became the 
means of communicating many a useful 
piece of information to the English gov­ 
ernment 
The khedive had the habit of 
leaving all confidential documents in his 
pockets, wleere they would be found by 
his European servant at nighttime. This 
man was afflicted net only with had 
teeth, but also with a loose tongue, and 
on his visits to the dentist would oom- 
municate to him bits of information ac­ 
quired through perusal of these papers. 


Although Lord Cromer, the English 
envoy, had magnificent teeth, yet they 
seemed to be in almost daily need of 
treatment, and as he is a man of remark­ 
able astuteness he had little difficulty in 
worming out of the dentist the secrets 
imparted by the khedive's valet—Chi­ 
cago Record.

S A W D U S T 
V A L U A B L E . 


Modern Discovery For the Utilization of a 
Heretofore Useless Offal. 


One of the methods whereby profit has 
been mndo from sawdust is the raanu- 
lacturu from it of oxalio acid, which is 
a simple process, producing a material 
in wide commercial demand in the art 
of dyeing and other chemical arts. As 
intimated, the process is not only sim­ 
ple, but the outfit for conducting it does 
not involve a large investment. The 
[principles involved are not complicated, 
and the process can bo carried out by 
cheap labor under the superintendence 
of a fairly intelligent director. 


Oxalio aoid is frequently met with 
in the vegetable kingdom, especially in 
combination with gases which 
destroy 
its poisonous character. Oxalate of lime 
is found in considerable quantity in the 
rhubarb plant. 
Oxalate of potash is 
found in the sorrel, and oxalate of soda 
in salicornia and sal soda 
Formerly the 
acid was obtained from the sorrel, Oxalis 
acetosella, but more recently from sugar 
by the action of nitrio acid npon i t 
The nitric acid and sugar are boiled for 
some time, then evaporated to dryness, 
and the oxalio aoid formed is purified by 
crystallization from water. 
A much 
obeaper material than sugar is sawdust 
In this case an alkali must be employed 
instead of an acid, as well as at a high­ 
er temperature. The operation is con­ 
ducted in an iron vessel of suitable size 
and shape, and oithor caustio soda or 
potash is employed, the yield 
being 
greater with the latter. 


Some recent experiments made go to 
prove that a mixture of 4 0 parts of caus­ 
tio potash to 6 0 parts of caustio soda 
will produoo as large a yield as when 
potash alone is used, provided the opera­ 
tion be performed in shallow vessels 
with thin layers of the material, avoid­ 
ing as far as possible the fusing of the 
mass. Soft woods, such as pine and fir, 
produce larger quantities of oxalio acid 
than hard wood like oak. The propor­ 
tion of the wood to alkali should not 
exceed 7 5 to 1 0 0 , and the temperature 
should be about 4 8 0 degrees F.—Phila­ 
delphia Press.

Preservation 
Through 
Nine­ 
teen Years'tlnterment—Spectators Moved 


t" Tears—Impressive Ceremonies at the 


Church of the Invalldes. 


The grave in the valley of Napoleon, 
on St. Helena, as the place had como to 
be called, was surrounded by an iron 
railing set in a heavy stone curb. 
Over 
the grave was a covering of 0 inch stone 
which admitted to a vault 11 feet deep, 
8 foot long and 4 foot 8 inches broad and 
Was apparently filled with earth, but 
digging down somo Roven feet a layer of 
Roman cement was found. 
This broken 
laid bare a layer of rough hewn stone 1 0 
inches thick and fastened together by 
iron clamps. It took 4 Vj, hours to removo 
this layer. The stone up, the slab form­ 
ing the lid of the interior sarcophagus 
was exposed, inclosed in a border of Ro­ 
man cement strongly attachod to the 
walls of the vault. 
So stoutly had all 
these various coverings been sealed with 
cement and bound by iron bands that it 
took tho largo party of workers ten 
hours to reach the coffin. 


" T h e outermost coffin was slightly in­ 
jured, '' says on eyewitnoss. '' Then came 
one of lead, which was in good condition 
and inclosed two others—one of tin and 
one of wood. 
Tho last coffin was lined 
insido with white satin, which, having 
become detached by tho effect of time, 
had fallen upon the body and enveloped 
it like a winding sheet and had become 
slightly attached to it. 


" I t is difficult to describe with what 
anxiety and emotion those who were 
present waited for the moment which 
was to expose to them all that was loft 
of tho Emporor Napoleon. 
Notwith­ 
standing tho singular state of preserva­ 
tion of the tomb and coffins, wo conld 
scarcely hope to find anything but some 
misshapen remains of the least perish­ 
able part of tho oontumo to evidence the 
identity (if the body. 
But when Dr. 
Guillard raised the sheet of satin, an in­ 
describable feeling of surprise and affec­ 
tion was expressed by tho spectators, 
many of whom burst into tears. Tho 
emperor himself was before their eyes. 
The features of the face, though changed, 
were perfectly recognized; the hands ex­ 
tremely beautiful; his well known cos­ 
tume had suffered but little, and tho 
colors wero easily distinguished. The at­ 
titude itself was full of ease, and but for 
the fragmontsof satin lining which cov­ 
ered, as with fine gauze, several parts of 
the uniform, we might have believed 
we still saw Napoleon lying on his bed 
of state.''

Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 6 0 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same 1* paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 
3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the n'glect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 4 3 4 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any |>erson in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fin>) of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

Lord Kelvin estimates thntthe "run­ 
ning slow" of the earth in its daily ro­ 
tation round its axis amounts to 2 2 sec­ 
onds por oentnry. 


Tho main causo of this retardation is 
the friction caused by the tides, whioh 
act as a brake, the notion of which has 
been calculated by this eminent physi­ 
cist to be equal to a weight of 4 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 
tons applied on the equator. 


Other causes have also to be taken in­ 
to account—as, for example, theinorease 
in tho size of the earth, due to the fall­ 
ing on it of meteorio dust, whioh, if de­ 
posited at the rate of one foot in 4 , 0 0 0 
yoars, would produce the observed re­ 
tardation by itself. 


Subh a phenomenon as the annual 
growth and melting of snow and iae at 
the poles is introducing 
irregularities 
into the problem, the growth at the 
poles, by abstracting water from the 
other parts of the ocean, accelerating 
the earth's motion, and the melting, by 
restoring the water, retarding it. 


Against the retarding forces there has 
to be taken into aocount a probable ac­ 
celeration, due to the gradual 
sinking 
of tho earth by cooling, but this Lord 
Kelvin believeB to be vory small—per­ 
haps not more than one six-thousandth 
part of the retardation due to tidal fric­ 
tion. 


Professor Newcomb has declared from 
astronomical considerations 
that the 
earth went Blow and lost seven seconds 
between 1 8 5 0 and 1 8 6 2 , and then went 
fast and gained eight seconds between 
1 8 6 2 and 1 8 7 2 , changes of rate explica­ 
ble by possible changos in tho earth's 
shape, so slight as to be quite undiscov- 
erablein astronomical observations.— 
Chicago Times.

India has the jocose bulbuls, often 
called nightingales from their remark­ 
ably sweet voices. The Hindoos train 
them to sit on their hands and be carried 
about the bazaars. 
The black faced 
thrush is a very flno songster and can 
imitate almost everything he hears. 


The white eyebrowed or spectacled 
laughing thrush has a loud, powerful 
song and some melodious notes. He is 
sometimes called the greater Peking 
nightingale or Japanese mocking bird. 


The Japanese robin is a pretty bird to 
look at, and very lively in his motions, 
but is overrated as a singer, his notes re­ 
sembling our Baltimore oriole's, only 
shriller, with little variation. 


Australia has the piping crow, whioh 
is more of a shrike than a true crow. 
His song is rich and varied, the notes re­ 
sembling a flute. He can be taught to 
speak and imitate many birds as well 


From Africa are shipped large num­ 
bers of little birds to this country called 
African singing finches. The plumage is 
handsome and often very odd. They 
lack: voice, only one, the strawberry 
finch, having a song of any power. They 
are cunning, however, and pretty to 
have in an aviary. A gentleman in New 
York has an aviary cage containing 
some 35 varieties of small birds, and 
among them many African finches. As 
one of the canaries sings a small finch 
will fly to bis side, and placing his head 
against the singer's breast listen olose- 
ly until the canary drives him away. 


A weaver bird with a thick red bill, 
in this Same happy family, will take all 
the threads given him and weave a close 
network down the side of the cage and 
out on the perches.
